BRENPAN EXPLAINS THE NEW ORDER. 


Says He Will Enforce It Vigorously=— 
Mayor Agrees to Help. 

This war of the administration against all. 
night saloons, groggeries, and dives was 
formally declared by a tip“ Thursday 

night, but by some means or other the tip 
failed to find its way into the hands of the po- 
lice except in the district south of Van Buren 
and north of ' Thirty-ninth street. 
General Superintendent Brennan says 
this was all a mistake, that 
saloons must be closed at midnight 
all over the city, and that there was no inten- 
tion to make go thirsty only those persons 
who happened to bein the district described. 
Moreover the closing order réfers not only to 
front doors, but to those on the side, and all 
manner of private entrances to drinking 
places. 

This order is not à new one,” said General 
Superintendent Brennan, nor has ft been 


sent out to get in the line of reform ahead of 


the Civic Federation. The department has 
always had orders to close saloons at mid- 
night in all parts of the city, but you know 
how saloonukeepers are. They will take ad- 
vantage of every little circumstance and 
keep open just as late as they can. This is 
no new war, but simply a renewal 
of an old order that has always been sanc- 
tioned by the Mayor. It applies to all saloons, 
in every section of the city. Several weeks 
ago the same order was issued, bat as certain 
saloonkeepers seem to have regarded it as not 
meaning much it has been renewed, and this 
time the department means business.”’ 

** How will you enforce the order? 

„There will be little trouble in that, and 
less delay, if persistent violations of the law 
are reported to me. In all such cases I will 


recommend that the license of the offenders 


be revoked, and the Mayor will follow out my 
recommendation, which will, in the cases of 
chronic, vielators of the law, be for an unquali- 
fied and permanent revocation. The keep- 
ers of the saloons wiil hesitate about taking 
any chances on losing their licenses, when 
they find ont we mean business. No saloon- 
keeper will have any excuse after tonight.“ 

* Will the Mayor support you in such harsh 
measures? 

% J will have his full support, cexgainly, and 
he will honor any recommendations I may 
make.“ 

Saloonkeepers Consider It a Joke. 

Saloonkeepers were not greatly agitated 
over this threatened curtailment of their 
business hours. The down-town dealers who 
have dispensed liquid refreshnftnts night and 
day for many years made.light of the order, 
while in the levee districts the new crusade 
was regarded as considerable of a joke. The 
patrolmen in Mr. Brennan’s department were 
not overcome with surprise over the renewal 
of the old orders, They know from long ex- 
perience that all their duty is to report in 
writing the places where liquor ig sold after 
midmght. Their Chief will do the 
rest. In writing such reports the patrol- 
men have become adepts through continued 
practice. For several months past patrol- 
men have been required to make written re- 
ports of all saloons kept open after mianight. 
The same saloons were reported day after 
day, but no action was ever taken. In fact 
the patrolmen complained that the only effect 
of the reports was to deprive them of sleep. 

But now the General Superintendent’ will 
call for lists of after-midnight saloons, and 
he says he will demand full lists— with no ex- 
ceptions. 

To Wrestle with All Vice. 

Besides the closing of midnight saloons the 
Police Department is engaged in an all 
around wrestle with vice in its various forms 
to say nothing of the harsh dealings with 
gambiers. During the last week relentless 
war has been waged against disreputable 
women who hang about underground saloons, 
in some of which bad music is tolerated, and 
against women of the same character 
who appear on the streets. Many 
arrests have been made during the 
last week, but there are no reports 
of any restraint bemg placed upon the 
disreputable saloons which afford shelter to 
those unfortunates, and so far as the pulice 
program is announced nothing has been 
mapped out against these piaces, which flour- 
ish day and night on Clark, Randolph, and 
Lake streets, Wabash and Michigan avenues, 
and other thoroughfares in the business part 
of the city. - 

% But the greatest evil of ali,” said Mr. 
Brennan, is the illegitimate. massage estab- 
lishmeat. Existence of massage establish- 
ments was legalized by the Council when it 
legislated to license them. There are now 
300 of these establishments in the city, but 
we are abolishing those kept for illeg | pur- 
poses as fast as we can. Over twenty-five li- 
censes already have been revoked, but this 
department has asked no credit for that 


work. 
Hopkins Draws the Line. 


Mayor Hopkins cordially approved the 
of the Police Department and said: 

„We have been at work for some time en- 
deavoring to clear the streets of disreputable 
characters, but to carry on the work we will 
have to close the places where they congre- 
gate after midnight. We will close all sa- 
loons which have no legitimate ness to 
keep open after midnight. We know there 
are all-night saloons patronized by men who 
work at night, but such of those as carry on a 
legitimate business need not be molested. I

Howe Upon His Track, While Private 
Detectives Are Vainly Seeking Convict. 
ing Evidence - Policemen Chase Him 
Unavailingly=Recovery of Property 
Worth $1,400 Sold by the Young Man. 


Somewhere between Saginaw and Luding- 
ton, Mich., masquerading in female attire is 
John A. Van Ess of No. 22 North Sacramen- 
to avenue, formerly a trusted employé0of F. 
M. Sproehule & Co., Wholesale jewelers, 
Suite 306 Columbus Memorial Bhilding. 
Van Ese is wanted badly in Chicago by the 
firm and the police 6f the Warren Avenue 
Station, who have warrants for his arrest for 
robbing his employers of $3,000 worth of 
jewelry. Van Ess was a clever robber if for 
no other reason than that he covered up his 
tracks for months and stole enough jewelry to 
stock a respectable jewelry store. 

Then when suspicion finally fell upon him 
he was clever enough to get out of Chicago in 
the garb of a woman, and has been traveling 
about the country ever since. 

Van Essis only 19 years old, almost a 
beardless boy, but had been in the employ of 
the firm several years. Recently he has made 
his home with his aunt, Mrs. John A. Leline, 
No, 22 North Sacramento avenue. About a 
year ago the young man fell into fast com- 
pany, and as his salary was not large it is 
charged he finally adopted dishonest means 
of obtainmg money, commencing bv small 
thefts of jewelry from the store. He was not 
suspected and soon grew bolder. 

The Haul Which Was Fatal. 

A monthago he made a heavy haul, taking 
a package containing $600 worth of dia- 
monds which it was his duty to ship ta a custo- 
mer in Deadwood, S. D. The Deadwood 
package was given to him with three others 
ready for shipment to Western customers. 
When the express wagon driver called at 5 
o’clock in the afternoon Van Ess made the 
shipment and took a receipt for four pack- 
ages. After getting the receipt Van Ess 
worked a sort of a shell game on the express- 
man and purloined one ‘of the packages. 
When the expressman turned in his shipments 
at the Wells and Fargo office the shortage of 
one packagé was discovered. The express- 
man declared and even proved to the satis- 
faction of all parties in interest the package 
must have disappeared in the store and the 
investigation following cast suspicion upon 
Van Ess. 

Central Station detectives wrestled with the 
case a short time but accomplished nothing. 
Then in a peculiar manner Lieut. Howe of 
the Warren Avenue Stetion got hold of an- 
other end of the story, and, without having 
knowledge of who was being robbed, followed 
the young man three weeks and discovered he 
was disposing of large quantities of jewelry at 
low prices. 

The Lieutenant fouad out who he was and 
where he was employed. After tracing $600 
worth of jewelry the Lieutenant reported the 
matter to the firm and was surprised to learn the 
firm had been making every effort to trip the 
young man in some of the dishonest work 
of which he was suspected. f 

Gets Away as a Woman. 

Just about this time one of the many per- 
sons to whom Van Ess had sold jewelry and 
whom Lieut Howe had interviewed cencern- 
ing the jewelry, must have given Van Ess 
some information, for he made immediate 
preparations to leave the city. While a war- 
rant for his arrest was being taken out Van 
Ess purchased a lot of dresses, hats, and other 
articles of feminine wearing apparel,and quit- 
ted the city clad in the garb of au woman. From 
Chicago he went to Hammond, Ind., and 
stopped at a hotél there several days. Officers 
Gorden and Buggie of the Warren Avenue 
Station heard he was going to Hammond and 
followed him there. 

When they left Chicago they did not know 
he was dressed as u woman, and while they 
visited the hotel where he was lodging as a 
woman they were looking for a man. and for 
that reason missed him. All track of him 
was lost at Hammond, and the officers re- 
turned to Chicago. 

Then Sergt. Judd, the two officers, and 
Lieut. Howe went to work on the case tracing 
up stolen property and gathering such other 
odds and ends of the case as they could find. 

In two weeks they recovered thirteen gold 
watches and chains, eighteen rings of all dif- 
ferent styles of settings, two pairs of dia- 
mond earrings, six breastpins, six lace 
pins, ten stick pins, fourteen watch 
chains and charms, one-half dozen gold- 
lined silver napkin rings, amounting 
in allat wholesale value to $1,400. Aside 
from this they learned of two persons, now 
out of the city, who have diamond rings sold 
to them by Van Ess. These two rings are 
worth $150 each wholesale, and were sold for 
#50 each. The goods recovered are now in 
the hands of Lieut. Howe at the Warren Ave- 
nue Station. He has an officer specially de- 
tailed to watch the property so it will not get 
away again. 

In carrying on their investigation the offi- 
cers encountered a young man, Walter Olsen. 
He ie a job printer and an old time friend of 
Van Ess. They discovered Olsen had been 
assisting Van Ess to dispose of the stolen 
prcperty and sufficient evidence was found 
upon which tosecurea warrant for his arrest on 
charges of being accessory to larceny after 
the fact and of receiving stolen property. 
One week ago Thursday Olsen was arrested 
at his home, No. 185 Walnut street, and two 
days later was admitted to bail in $1,000, a 
wealthy uncle signing his bonds. Olsen will 
be brought into court this morning again, 
Chased Through Michigan Towns. 

A few days ago the officers secured a letter 
giving them information that Van Ess had vis- 
ited relatives at Saginaw, Mich., wearing 
the clothing of a woman, and had 
gone to Ludington to visit relatives, 
still wearing his disguise. Two officers 
were at once sent to Michigan to catch the 
young man and at last reports the young man 
was between the two towns on a train and 
there was an officer in each town watching 
for him. It is known bis rela- 
tives in the two towns are disposed 
to assist him to make his escape. Lieut. 
Howe has in his possession a list of twenty- 
five names of some of the best citizens 
of the central portion of the 
Twelfth Ward who have diseovered- 
Van Ess sold them stolen property. They 
have surrendered the property. A pretty 
young miss, whose home is in Warren 
avenue not far from the police station, sur- 
rendered $150 worth of property given her by 
Van Ess. A young, woman living in Halsted 
street gave up th pawn tickets, and the of 
ficers recovered about $250 worth of jewelry 
given to her bf Van Ess and pledged by her to 
a State street pawnDroker.

JUDGE GOGGIN MAKES A SENSATION. 


He Goes to Boone County and Declines to 
Send Men to the Penitentiary. 

Bevviperg, III., Sept. 21.—[Special.]—At 
the September term of the Boone County 
Court, which has been in session here for the 
last ten days, Judge Goggin of Chicago pre- 
sided in place of Judge Kellum, who was ill, 
aud some of his decisions on criminal cases 
were so peculiar as to cause much adverse 
criticism and no little indignation throughout 
the county, and especially in this city. Out 
of fourteen prisoners in the county jail— 


thieves, burglars, and would-be mur- 
derers—all of whom were indicted by

Leroy, Minn., is said to have been 
partly ruined by a cyclone late 
this evening. The telegraph operator 


at Melntyre reports that three people 
were killed at Leroy and the whole eastern 
part of the town badly damaged. A fire 
about the same time destroyed a hotel and 
three stores. This information was brought 
to McIntyre by the agent of the Winona and 
Southwestern railway at Leroy.

Eaton is a Democrat, but has always 
acted with the Populists, and was this year in 
favor of fusion. Chairman Breidenthal be- 
lieves Eaton’s nomination will have a tend- 
ency to bridge over the chasm that has sepa- 
rated the Populists and Democrats in the 
Third District. Notwithstanding the wishes 
of the Populist campaign managers Eaton’s 
nomination will not be brought about witn- 
out a hard battle, for he will have 
the opposition of the stalwart Demo- 
crats and the middle-of-the-road Populists. 
The coal miners’ strike which was waged. in 
Crawford and Cherokee Counties last year 
contributed largely to the discom fiture of the 
Populiste in the Third District. Two years 
ago the miners voted the Populist ticket al- 
most asa unit. The strike followed and was 
a long drawn out and bitter contest. 0 
men refused to yield and the mine operators 
went to Alabama and employed over 1,000 
negroes, who are now digging coal in the 
Kansas mines. The Alabama miners are all 
Republicans and there is almost enough of 
thém alone to overcome the majority of the 
combined forces of the Populists and Dem- 
ocrats in that district of two years ago. 
So the probability no matter 
what action is taken by the Popu- 
list convention next week the Kepubiican 
nominee, S. 8.

Her dra- 
matic soprano voice attracted immediate atten 
tion, and Pasdeloup, the great symphonic con- 
cert master of Paris, engaged her within 
a year to sing with hie orchestra. She obtained 
success in Robert le Diable, ‘‘ Huguenots,”’ and 
„ Freischeutz” and won fame in France. She 
came to America in 1883, wearing the knob of

For the last twenty years he had, been 
easily..the ‘foremost man in the political 
affairs of Colombia. He began his fifth term in 
the Presidency Aug. 7. 1892. During the greater 
portion of his 1 previous term in the Presi- 
dency the burden of office was . by an- 
other distinguished public man, Dr. Carlos Hol- 

uin. Dr. Nunez was born in Carthegena, Colom- 
bia. Sept. 28, 1825. Julio Rengifo, Chargé d At- 
faires of the Colombian Legation, says President 
Nunez was generally regarded as the abiest 
and most patriotic statesman of the repub- 
lic. His residence in the United States 
as a Consular officer years ago gave him 
a close acquaintance with the affairs of 
this government, and he had used his influence 
to model his own gyyernment after that of the 
United States. The Charge d' Affaires does not an- 
ticipate trouble over the succession. The Vice- 
President, Miguel Antonio Caro, has been for a 
long time the real executive bead of the govern- 
ment. Mr. Rengifo thinks the Vice-President will 
remain in control to the end of the six-year term 
for which President Nunez was elected in 1892.

GOV. CLEAVES TALKS ABOUT MAINE. 
His Re-election, He Thinks, Due to the 
Tariff and State Management. 

Gov. Henry B. Cleaves of Maine took 
luncheon at the Grand Pacific yesterday 
afternoon en route to Denver ana New Mexi- 
co on a ten days’ outing. Mr, Cleaves spoke 
about the election in his State. My major- 
ity is still growing,“ he said. At the last 
reports it was 38.909, with one county an 
one plantation to hear from. To what do I 
attribute such a phenomeral majority in 
Maine? I think it was due to two causes, the 
tariff issue and the State management. The 
affairs.of the State have been managed in the 
interests of the people. We have reduced the 
State debt many thousands of dollars and re- 
duced the rate of taxation. The people were 
quite willing to give an unqualified indorse- 
ment to such safe management of their at- 
fairs. The Republicans and several thousands 
of Democrats ho believed in protection 
desired to register their dissent from 
the Senate bill.

MAY BRING A MANDATE FROM THE POPE 


Bishop Keane's Significant Haste on His 
Arrival from Europe. ia 

Nxw Yorks. Sept. 21.—|Special.]—Roman 

Catholic Bishop Keane of Washington ar- 

rived on the Britannic last night, but did not 


leave the ship until this morning. The Bishop 
went at once to the Church of the Paulist 


at Sixtieth street and Ninth 
avenue, where he was handed a large 
packet of letters. These he read 
and then announced he would be compelled 
to leave for Washington at once. He was 
urged to remain to dinner, but would not do 
so, and caught the noon train. The Catholic 
priests at the Paulist headquarters said today 
Bishop Keane took them completely by sur- 
prise, and they were unable to give any ex- 
planation for his hurried ‘return to his home. 
Of course the Bishop was not asked what was 
the nature of the letter that he had received 
that should have thus hurried him through 
the city, nor did he volunteer any information 
on the subject. 

There are more reasons than one, however, 
for the belief that the document which so ex- 
ercised the Bishop of Washington was an 
order from Mgr. Satolli for him to proceed to 
Washington at once. Indeed it is not at all 
unlikely that within the next twenty-four 
hours important commands from Rome will 
have been issued from Washington which will 
affect in a marked degree the status of clergy- 
men now high in the councils of the Roman 
Catholic Church. 

It has been known for a long time that the 
Pope intends to transfer to Mgr. Satolli all 
his powers so far as American Catholic affairs 
are concerned, and the formal and official 
mandate to that effect has been expected 
daily. It may be Bishop Keane carries that 
mandate from the Pope to Washington today. 
Hitherto America bas been classed as a mis- 
sionary country, and as such is subject to 
Rome. Hereafter there will be ecclesiastical 
autonomy for the United States and the 
court of the apostolic delegation at Washing- 
ton will take.the place of the propaganda. 
This will be a severe blow to Bishops who have 
camplaineéd of the propaganda being unfair 
in its decisions, and ethers who have objected 
that Satolli, bei a foreigner, cannot under- 
stand the needs of the church here. 

Archbishop Corrigan refused to talk about 
Bishop Keane’s return, as did the Rev, Father 
Connolly.

George Lederer of the Casino says Ripley’s 
family is a most respectable one, but Ripley 
himself had been drinking for some time. 
Ripley was in the Isle of Champagne com- 
pany, dnd while with it nearly dieorganized 
the company. Lederer was compelled to dis- 
charge him.

Hopkins Says It’s Stepped. 


Mayor Hopkins affirmed again during the 
day there is no public gambling in Chi- 
cago. He would not discuss the present or 
future of gambling in the city, and when 
asked for his opinion of the report of the 
Committee on Gambling of the Civic Federa- 
tion gaia : 

“I did not read the report thoroughly. I 
noticed that it offered a list of places where 
gambling is or has been carried on, but that 
list could not be verified in a hundred years.

Games of cards may be played in 
them, just as is done in nearly every saloon 
in the city, but that does not constitute public 
gambling. I have neither investigated the 
places on the list nor paid any attention 
to them, but I am “reliably informed 
there is no public gambling in the city now. 
The Police Department is doing its duty, and 
so far as that branch of the city administra- 
tion is concerned there is no need of discuss. 
ing the subject of gambling further. I don’t 
care what the press says about me. A maa 
can be elected Mayor of this city despite the 
newspapers and what they say of him—no 
matter how hard they fight him. 

„The Police Department is not going 
around with a brass band, said Police Super- 
intendent Brennan, when asked whether his 
department would continue to keep the gam- 
bling houses closed. 

Capt. Dan Duffy told exultingly of the raid 
his men made on No. 42 Clark street Thurs- 
day night, and he did not seek todeny that 
he was the inveterate enemy of “ tin-horn ”’ 
gam blers. 

The victims of that much exploited raid 
were arraigned before Justice Foster yester- 
day.

which are most in demand have been supplied 
to Postmasters and dealers just as fast as they 
are ordered, and the workmanship has re- 
flected the greatest credit upon the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing. As a matter of fact, 
it is said to be better than anything yet at- 
tempted by a private corporation. 

When the contract was transferred from 
the New York concern to the government 
there was a sufficient supply of two-cent 
stamps on hand to last for three months. It 
was expected that there might be enough of 
the other denominations to last a 
month at least, but this calculation proved to 
be incorrect anda suddencall was made 
upon the Bureauof Engraving and Printing 
about the middle of the present month. So 
well prepared was Chief Johnson for just 
such an emergency th@t within three days 
large quantities of four, six, and ten cent 
stamps were printed and ready for distribu- 
tion at the great postal centers. There isa 
distinguishing mark on the stamps issued by 
the . Engraving and Printing, but 
otherwise the new stampsare the same in 
color and genera! appearance as the old ones. 
In the upper right and left hand corners part- 
ly concealed in the scroll work can be found 
a trefoil design which has been adopted by 
the Bureau of Engraving and Printing as its 
trade mark on Uncle Sam’s postage issues. 

When thecall was madefor the 10-cent 
stamps there were only 10,000 of them scat- 
tered throughout the United States. inas- 
much as they are used for a specific purpose, 
to pay for registration of letters as well as the 
postage, the demand for this denomination is 
always pressing, and the promptness with 
which the Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
furnished the 10-cent stamps was taken as a 
fair test of future possibilities in a similar di- 
rection. Whatis true of the 10-cent stamps 
applies with equal force to the fours and 
sixes, the former bearing a profile of Lincoln, 
while the head of Garfield is shown on the 
six-cent stamp. Daniel Webster's bust orna- 
ments the 10-cent stamps, which are a dark 
bottie-green in color.

In the last eight months the export of do- 
mestie silver has greatly increased over the 
similar period of last year, which is accounted 
for by the fact that the war in China and 
Japan has caused those silver using nations 
to require more of it. It is alsoasserted there 
‘is a growing demand for silver in India and 
that great absorber of the white metal seems 
to be ready and anxious to get as much as 
possible to be used for ornaments and other 
means of hoarding it. Another fact is since 
the repeal of the Sherman silver purchase law 
less than a year ago the production of silver 
in America has fallen off 36 per gent. This 
falling off is found by a comparison of the 
production of silver in the first six months of 
18938 and the same period of 1894. Not- 
withstanding American producers are not 
mining as much as usual, it appears there is 
an actiye demand for silver and New York ex- 
porters say they are sending all they can 
abroad. While America has reduced its silver 
production it appears that no other country 
that contains silver mines is doing so and that 
Mexico is constantly increasing it.

SMITHSONIAN INSTITUTION EXHIBITS. 


All Things Sent to the World's Fair Being 
Replaced on the Museum Shelves, 

Wasuinator, D. C., Sept. 21.—The muse- 
um of the Smithsonian Institution is just 
now receiving the exhibits sent from there to 
the World's Fair and is engaged in placing 
them. The museum has secured several car- 
loads of additional material from the World's 
Fair which is also being placed on the shelves 
of the museum. 

The Historical Department has in press a 
history of a journey through Mongolia and 
Thibet by W. W. Rockhill, who is at present 
Third Assistant Secretary of State. 

Last year the Smithsonian Institution of- 
fered $10,000 for a treatise embodying some 
new and important discovery in regard to the 
nature or properties of atmospheric air. 
Two other prizes of $2,000 and 81. 
000 were offered for essays on collat- 
eral branches of the same subject. 
A gold medal is aleo to be annually or bien- 
nially awarded to the best contribution to 
knowledge on this subject. Thousands of 
treatises have been received by the institution 
in response to this offer, written in English, 
French, and Italian. Some distinguished 
names in science are inciuded among the 
writers. 


NEW PEAK IN ALASKAN ALPS FOUND. 


Capt. Hoover of the Revenue Cutter Rush 
Reports on the Result ot His Cruise. 

Wasninorton, D. C., Sept. 21.—Capt. Shep- 
perd, acting chief of the revenue marine serv- 
ice, today received from Capt, C. L. Hooper, 
commander of the revenue cutter Rush, the 
report of the cruise to the seal islands. The 
Rush conyeyed Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury Hamlin.

AUSTRIAN DIPLOMAT IN DISGRACE. 


Anton Frederick Palitschek Ritter 
von Palmforst Accused of Crime. 

Dr. Anton Frederick Palitechek Ritter von 
Palmforst, who represented the Austro-Hun- 
garian government at the World’s Fair as 
Commissioner and who previous to that time 
had been Consul-Generzl at New York, has 
been dismissed from the diplomatic service in 
disgrace. The information regarding the dis- 
missal comes in private advices from Vienna, 
wheré he was called soon after the Fair. One 
of many charges said to be proved against the 
ex-diplomat is that of embezzlement. He is 
charged with appropriating to his own use 
$15,000 given him in trust for a charitable 
institution in Hungary. A Hungarian paper 
published in New York says the charge is 
true. It is also alleged he was guilty of with- 
holding the payment of $1,000 sent him 
from Vienna by Alexander Stieglez to pay an 
indebtedness of his son in New York. It is 
said the ex-diplomat paid but $1,700 out of 
a total of 52.700, and that he kept the bal- 
ance, resident Marcus Schuitzer of the 
Hungarian Aid Association of New York has 
been locking up the record of the doctor and 
says all these charges are true, and more 
complaints are constantly coming in which 
show he led a fast life and swindled many 
people. One of his many schemes was that 
of organizing an Austro-Hungarian chari- 
table society. He sent out circulars, and, it 
is said, received several handsome contribu- 
tions. The society. was never formed, 
and the people say they have 
been unable to recover their money. 
While in Chicago the disgraced diplomat 
made quite an unenviable record for himself. 
He was openly charged with selling space 
under his control to exhibiters. It was also 
alleged he solicited bribes and was guilty of 
many irregularities. Hugo Hunfalvy, a Chi- 
cago attorney and a countryman of Palits- 
chek, says he has known him for many years 
ana that he met him in New York two years 
ago and saw him later in Chicago. He tells of 
numerous illegal transactions in which he 
says Palitechek was active, and says he was 
oot mach respected in the old country, and 
many people were surprised when he was 
given the Consulship. After he came to Chi- 
cago it was frequently predicted his career 
would end in disgrace.

Sailor on the Mary C. Russ Sees the Senegal’s 
Lights Disappear. 

San Francisco, Cal., Sept, 21.—The big 
British ship Senegal is at the bottom of the 
Pacific somewhere in latitude 30.17 north, 
longitude 119.08 west, for it was in about 
that locality that C. Olsen, a sailor on the 
schooner Mary C. Russ. saw its red lights go 
out one stormy night at sea.

OOMMISSION MEROHANT IS BEING 
SOUGHT BY BANKERS. 


First National and Other Financial Insti- 
tutions Have Suffered from Murphy“ 
Dealings with Them<—Constables Guard 
His Store in South Water Street~Mur- 
derers of Farmer Grimes Escape with a 
Light Sentence—Littie Girt Afraid of 
Her Father- General News of the City. 


C. F. Murphy, until two days ago a com- 
mission merchant at No. 160 South Water 
street, isnow a much wanted man. Bailiffs 

from Justice Everett's court have 
of his store, and the Sheriff has a capias for 
his arrest, in the service of which the First 

National Bank is interested to the extent of 
$3,500. The American Exchange National 
Bank also wants him $2,000 worth, and vari- 
ous farmers are anxious to know his where- 
abouts. The First National Bank has also un- 
earthed what ite officers call a good 
sized swindle, and to secure itself 
has instituted garnishee proceedings against 
accounts in the banks of Wasmansdorff & 
Heinemann, the National Bank of the Repub- 
lic, the Bank of Nova Scotia, and others, The 
story as told by Lyman J. Gage is this: 

„C. F. Murphy and his brother were in the 
commission business at No. 160 South Water 
street. Murphy lately began depositing 
checks upon various banks drawn by one Ed. 
ward Morton and then drawing against the 
account so created, We investigated Edward 
Morton and found he was none other than 
Murphy's brother. Then we found he had ac- 
counts under various aliases’ in other banks, 
Besides being known ag Edward Morton he 
used the name of Henry Cadman, D. D. 
Wood, and Robert Osborne. Murphy 
had drawn against this paper until 
he was $3,500 in our debt. There 
is a emall amount to the credit 
of these names at each of the banks, and we 
have garnished every account. The onl 
one of any amount was at Wasmansdorff 
Heinemann’s, where we were lucky enough to 
tie amy A capias for C. F. Murphy and 
another for ‘Morton’ and his ses are in 
the hands of the Sheriff.“ 

In the case of the American Exchange Na- 
tional Bank the bulk of the debt is said to be 
for borrowed money, but itis understood a 
„paper account has also been worked upon 
them. The First National Bank by its prompt 
action intying up the various accounts ex- 
pected to realize nearly 50 cents on the dol- 
lar. The other banks which may have suf.- 
fered appear to be out in the cold. The firm 
was rated at $20,000 by certain commercial 
agencies, but the men now in charge say 
there is less than $200 worth of stock in the 
piace now. ' 

The bailiffs hold possession on behalf 

of C. Green & Co., a firm of lawyers 
which is understood to be protecting the land- 
lord. Murphy himself has not been seen at 
the store for two days. Some people suppose 
he has left the city and his creditors, but 
more believe he is still here. Those who have 
been associated with him in business say no 
taint of dishonesty has ever before attached to 
Murphy, but they say he drinks and attribute 
the present trouble to this. C. F. Murphy 
has been in business in the present location 
for a little morethana year. Previous to 
this he had an interest in one of the leading 
businesses on the street, but, it is said, lost it 
owing to his habite. The bailiffs in charge 
received a small shipment of fruit and were 
notified a number of crates of fruit consigned 
to the firm from Michigan points were at the 
Michigan Central Depot. 


LIGHT SENTENCE FOR TWO MURDERERS. 


Women Get Off Easily After Killing Farm- 
er Grimes=Other Cases. 


The peaalty fixed by the jury in the case of 
Edna Brown and Mary Smith for the murder 
of Samuel L. Grimes was.a surprise to every 
one who had watched the case. Eight years 
and six years respectively in the penitentiary 
was the finding, and when Judge Payne heard 
it he elevated his eyebrows, A few moments 
later, when the women’s attorney entered a 
motion for a new trial, the court expressed his 
sentiments: ‘ Motion for a new trial is over- 
ruled,“ he remarked. Then turning to the 
women, he said: You may consider your- 
selves most fortunate. The jury, under the 
law, might have sent you to the peniten- 
tiary for fourteen years for rob- 
bery alone. Such a unishment is 
not unusual, but you have aided to the minor 
crime that of murder. Have you anything to 
say why sentence shorld not be pronounced?“ 
The women made no reply and the court at 
once pronounced sentence according to the 
terms of the verdict. Edna Brown and Mary 
Smith met Samuel L. Grimes, a farmer from 
near Huntley, III., May 16. He had plenty of 
money and was under the influence of liquor. 
Grimes visited various Clark street resorts 
with the women during the night and all of 
them drank freely. At 2 o’clock in the moru- 
ing Grimes and the two women entered 
Lyons Brothers’ saloon at No. 38 North 
Clark street. Edna Brown went to the Ash- 
land Block pharmacy and procured morphine, 
which was given to Grimes. by the Smith 
woman. Grimes was found by a policeman 
in the saloon before he had been entirely 
overcome by the drug. He was taken to the 
Alexian Brothers’ Hospital, where he died in 
an hour. The women had not robbed hiin, 
and $170 and several articles of jewelry were 
found in his pockets. Grimes was unmarried 
and 45 years old. He owned 320 acres of 
land near Huntley. 

The jury in the case of Gustav Lippold, 
charged with the murder of A. Kries, report- 
ed to Judge McConnell yesterday it had been 
unable to ree on a verdict and was dis- 
charged. Another trial will be arranged.

OUT FOR A FRANCHISE 


OLD OITY AND COOK OOUNTY GAS 
'  OOMPANY SOHEME. 


> * ’ > : 
City Counct] Will Be Called Upon to Con- 
sider an Ordinance Granting This Com- 
pany the Right to Lay Mains and Serv- 
ice Pipes on the West Side=Henry C. 
Rew’s Shrewdness in Keeping His En- 
terprise Before the Public by Attack- 
ing the Chicago Company. 

When the City Council returns from its 
vacation it will find for itsearly consideration 
an ordinance giving to the City and Cook 
County Gas compaay the right to tear up 
streets on the West Side and lay mains and 
service pipes. Thisis the program arranged 
by the friends of this company, ot which 
Henry C. Rew of No. 2619 Prairie avenue 
and Room 603 Chamber of Commerce Build- 
ing is the leading spirit. 

The City and Cook County Gas company is 
not a new thing, though it exists only on pa- 
per. It was born in 1891. There has never 
been any secret as to its proposed methods of 
procedure. Mr. Rew, who figures as the head 
of the concern, is an inventor and an owner 
of gas patents as well as a director of the 
Cicero Gas company, which is in full opera- 
tion. The passage of an ordinance 


company would simply 
Cicero company would break over the city 
boundary lines and invade the West Side. 
The ordinance has come up in various forms 
at différent times, but never seemed to com- 
mend itself to the Aldermen. It was first in- 
troduced May 18, 1891, bg Ald. Dixon and 
sent to the Committee on Gas, Oil, and Elec- 
tric Light, where it reposed undisturbed un- 
til Jan. 5, 1892, when the committee made a 
report recommending that it be placed on 
file. This report for some reason uaknown 
was not formally presented to the Council 
and no action on it was taken. It came up 
again at various times, even as late as the 
fall of 1893, and consideration was given it 
by the committee, which was bound to notice 
some of its unique features. One of these 
was that it would sell gas to the consumer at 
the rate of $1 a thousand. with a 20 per cent 
discount where payment was made promptly 
or in advance. Gas was sold at $1.25 by tile 
trust. 
Offers Stock for a Franchise. 


Another feature that could not pass without 
attracting attention was that the company 
would give to the city one-third of the capital 
stock of the concern, fully paid up and non- 
assessable, in exchange for the franchise, 
These features in particular and the ordi- 
nance in general were considered at a special 
meeting of the Gas committee held Nov. 24 
1893, and the whoie matter was dismi 
with somethmg akin to contempt. Eight 
members of the committee were present and 
not one had a good word to say for the proj- 
ect, though Vice-President Hawke of the 
company put it before the committee 
in its most alluring light. In lieu of 
the stock-givmg clause two  suggés- 
tious were made. One was that the company 
keep its stock and turn over to the city one- 
third of its net profits; the other was for the 
company to pay $100,000 or $200,000 out- 
right for the franchise. Mr. Hawke disciaim- 

any stock-jobbing or confidence scheme in 
the bond clause of ordinance, but did not 
see his way clear to adopting either of the 
suggestions made to him. 

n all the efforts that have been made to 
secure the passage of the ordinance Mr. Rew 
has shown the tact ofa leader of men. For 
instance, last October, when there was talk of 
— out the ordinance again. Mr. Rew 
attacked the Chicago Gaslight & Coke com- 
pany in the Cireuit Court and the proceedings 
were well calcula to draw public attention 
to the evils and impositions and hardships ef 
high-priced gas. 

Asked for an Injanction. 


The attack was in the form of a bill asking 
the court to enjoin the Chicago company from 
cutting off his gas supply and carrying away 
the meter. company threatened to do 
this because he had not paid his gas bill. His 
reasons fornot paying the bill were the de- 
fendant corporation was an offspring of the 
illegal Chicago Gas Trust company, and was 
in an unlawful conspiracy to keep the price of 
gas at an exorbitant figure. He furnished 
statistics to prove his assertions and the in- 
junction wag issued by Judge Tuley. Mr. 

w, however, paid his gas bili like an honest 
man, and onthe face of it the fight was a 
** gtand-off. But the enormities of gas trust 
offenses had been paraded before the public 
in the newspapers and the Rew ordinance was 
considerably talked about. 

Mr. Rew reserved what he hoped would be. 
the coup “e grace for the trust until this year. 
Jan. 30, 1894, through his attorney, Col. 
John S. Cooper, he petitioned Attorney-Gen- 
eral Moloney to begin quo warranto proceed- 
ings with the object of dissolving the trust. 
The principal ground of action lay in the as 
sertion that the constituent companies of the 
Chicago Gas company had turned in their 
stock in violation of their charters. The pro- 
ceedings were brought and after considerable 
litigation resulted in a decision by Judge 
Windes that did not accomplish the result 
sought by Mr. Rew. Now, as can be seen by 
reference to another place in Taz Tarpuns, 
action is again to be brought against the trust 
and simultaneously comes the anncuncement 
the Rew ordinance is.to be resurrected and 
another effort made to convert it into law.

OOUNTERFEITER’S WORK DECEIVES 
EVEN THE EXPERTS. 


Genuine $20 Silver Certificates Sent to 
Washington as an Evidence of Adam 


III., and the Capture of His Plates=To 
Be Brought to Chicago—Work of Meth- 
edist Conferences General News from 
the Northwest, 

Centra, III., Sept. 21,—[Special.]— 
Chief Porter of the Chicago department of 
the secret service and Chief Murphy of St. 
Louis, with a Deputy Marshal, arrived here 
this morning from Ashley, having in charge 
Adam Hoefly and the most complete outfit 
for counterfeiting ever captured. The plates 
are made on the photo-engraving plan on 
tinner’s copper and all are perfect. There 
were over a half dozen plates in all for the 
$20 silver certificate. No money was secured, 
but the prisoner confessed. He is proud of 
his skill and claims to have die- 
covered the process himself. He waived 
examination and his bond was 
fixed at $1,000, but he made no attempt to 
give it. His family has always stood well, 
and this son. who is about 30 years old, has 
always been noted for his studiousness and 
skill. He has invented two useful patents for 
farm machinery. The officers and the pris- 
oner left for Chicago this evening. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Sept. 21.—The arrest 
last night of Adam Hoefly, alias Waterman, 
at Ashley, III., is regarded as an important 
capture by Chief of the Secret Service Hazen. 
The plate which he counterfeited (the $20 
Manning note) was so weil caleulated to de- 
ceive that an Arkansas Sheriff who made the 
first arrest in the case sent to the Treasury 
Department a genuine note along with one of 
the counterfeit notes as samples of the 
counterfeit. The counterfeit had been 
made less than two months and it 
1s. believed not more than $4,000 
were printed, The plate was made by a pho- 
tograph-engraving process on copper. Young 
Hoefly, who did the work, is only about 25 
years old and, it is believed, was at one time 
einployed in the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing in this city. The Wilson brothers. 
who were arrested at Jonesboro, Ark., and 
who were ‘shoving ’’ the counterfeits, are 
wealthy stove dealers. They advanced the 
money for the plant, it is alleged.

The last quarterly 

dividend was 1 per cent. This reduces the 

yearly dividend from 4 per cent to 2 per 

cent. Rock Island officials explain the re- 

duction by saying it has long been the policy 

of the management of the company not to 

declare dividends that had not been earned 

and several of the Eastern directors have: 
been most pronounced in taking that 
position. The company has plenty of 
money.on hand and could have paid the 
usual amount of 1 per cent quarterly with. 
out diffigulty, but the money would have had 
to be taken out of the surplus and not from 
the actual earnings. Like most other roads 
in the West the Rock Island has suffered se. 
verely from the business depression that has 
prevailed during the last six months, and its 
earnings have suffered severely, but not more 
than those of other reads similarly situated. 
So far as future dividends are concerned 
Rock Island officials say they will be de- 
termined by the current earnings and not by 
the condition of the treasury. "Phere has been 
material improvement of business all along 
the company’s lines during the Jast few weeks, 
and unless unforeseen contingencies arise the 
prospects ate that the company will be able 
to resume the payment of 1 per cent quarter- 
ly dividends in the near future.

Kansas preaching their new gospel of reform. 
Kansas and its peopie were then at the zenith 
of their record of famous results; its people 
bad finished a ten-years’ record that was not 
equaled in any ef the older States, except per- 
haps Illinois. 

But the jawsmith brigade knew that ail thig 
wonderful development and great strides in 
improvements had required large outlays of 
capital. The owner of a good claim, begin- 
ning life thereon with littie else than a team, 
a cow, a plucky wife, and a good supply 
of grit. must invest more or less bor. 
rowed capital in order to secure earlier 
resulta from the fine opportunities offered. 
The claim was mortgaged. Nine out 
of ten claimholders met their interest. Many 
had already paid off the mortgage or had ap- 
plied their profits to the purchase and im- 
provement of more land. Others, improvi- 
dent everywhere and under all circumstances, 
had hoped to pluck gold coins from the sun- 
flowers which predominated in their corn: 
fields. Many, especially in CentraPand West- 
ern Kansas, had contidently expected to raise 
three to five good crops of wheat from one 
plowing and seeding, and cursed the State be- 
cause of the failure of their scheme. 

Then came this new Deciaration of Inde- 
pendence, Wonderful things were to be done 
and untold benefits were to result from the 
inauguration of this new gospel of reform. 
The General Government should take charge 
of everything; the State should relieve the 
improvident and make good the losses occa- 
sioned by the failure of wheat to grow where 
none had been sown. Ten thousand or more 
government pawnshops must be established, 
which must give the farmer high prices for 
his products; currency was to be gathered 
by the wagon load at the ta end 
of the government printing presses; 
mortgages and all other evidences of debt 
were to fade like mist before a Kansas noon- 
day sun; railroads and all the avenues of 
commerce were to be made practically free; 
coéperative stores were to abolish all kinds 
and degrees of profit, and interest was tu be 
no more forever. 

Jawsmiths Weave a Spell. 


These and similar views were held up before 
the amazed and transfixed farmers, who as- 
sembled behind the shaded windows and 
locked doors of the school-houses all over the 
State. No one was allowed to disturb the 
spell produced by these jawsiniths. These 
bright visions were alluring to the unsophisti- 
cated minds of these people and they grasped 
the shadows of these rainbow-tinted Populist 
promises, believing they were soon to be 
realized, ; 

But the charm is passing; the spell is brok-

Though Corea has been ruled by successive 
dynasties of monarchs for centuries there has 
scarcely been a time since the commence- 
ment of the Christian era when it has not ac- 
knowledged a greater or less dependence 
upon either China or Japan. The Japanese 
were undoubtedly the earliest masters of Corea, 
and they have exercised suzerainty over that 
country during a longer period of time than 
China. It was as early as the ‘third 
century . . that an Empress 
of Japan led a conquering expedition 
nest Corea. From at time till the 
close of the fourteenth century Corea con- 
tinued to be the vassal of Japan. Through- 
out this period tribute missions sailed con- 
tinually from Corea to the Court of the Mi- 


ado, 

It was in 1392 that the Chinese influence 
first became paramount in Corea. In order 
to punish the Coreans for their desertion and 
rebellion Japan invaded their country in 
1592 and for six years laid waste the penin- 
sula from end to end. Even after Corea had 
become a submissive vassal of China she con- 
tinued to send complimentary missions to 
oo the last one having been dispatched in 
183 


The Japanese invasion has left a heritage of 
wounded pride and national antipathy in the 
breasts of the Coreans which three centuries 
have not availed to erase, while it has height- 
ened the exasperation felt by Japan that the 
vassal whom she crushed so utterly should 
yet in 8 have managed to elude 
her clutah.. The author reviews the diplomat- 
ic developments of i1ecent years in which 
Japan outwitted China.

Mr. Curzon’s 
conviction is that the only hope of continued 
national existence for Corea lies in the main- 
tenance of her connection with China, which 
has kept her alive for 500 years. Both China 
and Japan, he claims—the one for historical 
pride of sovereignty and empire, the othor 
for popular sentiment and tradition—have 
been compelled to attitudinize somewhat in 
the matter of Corea. Both are in reality 
looking over their shoulders at the real 
antagonist, Russia. Both are equal.

Daudet's Latest Stories. 

La Petite Paroisse is the title of the 
story on which M. Alphonse Daudet is en- 
gaged at Champrosay, onthe banks of the 
Seine, He has taken the central idea of his 
novel from a little chapel in his neighbor- 
hood, which was erected by a former prop- 
erty-owner in Champrosay, Napoleon Quanti- 
net, to his wife Helena Moench. There is an 
inscription in German on a tablet attest 
this, while another notice in French sets fort 
that the chapel was presented five years after 
its erection to the commune. According to 
report the lady to whose memory her husband 
raised the monument was rather frivolous in 
her conduct, to say the Ibast, and a strong 
word has been used to describe her failings, 
The life history of this pair has interested Mf.

SHARP DEPRESSION IN SPECULATION. 


Sugar, Chicago Gas, and Distillers Feel 
the Effect Eapecially. 
New Yorks, Sept. 21.—Bradstreet’s finan- 
cial review tomorrow will say: 

This week has been signalized by sharp depres- 
sion in the three leading industrial speculatives 
—Sugar, Chicago Gas, and Distillers. Liquida- 
tion has taken placeinall three, although the 
movements were largely manipulative and the 
short interest furnish the basis for ral- 
lies from the lowest prices. These 
demonstrations, however, had little effect on 
railroad stocks or on the general stock list. 
There is still an absence of public interest, while 
London fails to show any favor toward American 
stocks. The professional interests which control 
the market are generally bearish, but cannot ap- 
parently force any selling of real stock at the 
present. As a result attempts to depress quota- 
tions for rai shares result in an increased 
short interest and supply spasmodic buying, 
which checked any marked deciine. The reduc- 
tion of the Rock Island’s quarterly dividend 
from 1 percent to half that figure, announced 
Friday, resulted, however, in a sharp 
depression of the granger railroad stocks, 
although the extreme decline had every apeear. 
ance of a raid by the bear traders, The decline 
in Distillers from 14 to 9 (the lowest price the 
stock ever touched) was partly manipulative. 
At the same time the situation of the company in 
connection with the outstanding rebate vouchers 
is regarded as critical. Emphasis was given to 
this by the resignation of Nelson Morris, an 
original director and one of few capitalists 
of standing connected with th company. Por- 
sonal differences with other members of the man- 
‘agement are said to bave dictated his 
course, but rumors were afloat that other changes 
in the personne! would occur, while the decline 
in the price naturally caused fears that a receiv- 
1 is in prospect. The incorporation of a 
nö distributing company also promises to cre- 
ate additional competition for the company. 
Manipulation has been working for lower prices. 
The stock sold ex dividend Monday, which took 
4 per cent from the price and, after selling at 
102 Monday morning, it was allowed to decline 
to 99%. The bear party was active in the move- 
ment and covering of shorts caused a rally of 
¥7%. The pool, how sver, appears to have with- 
drawn all support. and it is stated that lower 
prices are favo by the insiders in view 
of the approaching elections in which the ques- 
tion of trusts will play a part.

To Remedy the Gambling Evil. 
CuicaGo, Sept. 20.—{ Editor of The Tribune, ]— 
Amidst all the effort which is now being made to 
suppress gambling in this city, it might be well to 
pause and reflect on the legal status of the 
gambling-houses in this State and ascertain 
whether some practical amendment of the laws 
cannot be passed which will render it impossible 
for the common gaming-house to longer exist in 
our midst. $ 
As the law now stands it is possible to punish 
by fine any person engaged in keeping a common 
gaming-house. It is possible, if he has been 
twice convicted, to send such an offender to the 
penitentiary. It is possible also to subject the 
property in which such gaming-house is kept to 
sale, upon execution, upon a judgment recovered 
against it; the basis of the judgment being the 
amount lost by the person victimized. Beyond 
this general provision of the law and the liability 
of the gambling implements to confiscation, 
mere is practical immunity for gambling in this 


tate. 
It might be thought that the penalty of fine 
and the possible ultimate imprisonment is suf- 
ficiently severe; and if the prosecution of this 
offense were to be classed with that of other of- 
fenses against the criminal code it would be so, 
but many eiements conspire to prevent such 
prosecutions, not the least of which is that the 
only persons interested, or at least those most 
vitally interested in securing the punishment 
of these offenders, are persons who have been 
losers. In ordinary prosecutions of crime, where 
persons have been plundered, rubbed, or cheated, 
they are, asa rule, free from all blame and no 
shame attaches to them, but more or less 
opprobrium and disgraco attaches to the offanse 
of gambling. The person victimized is exceed- 
ingiy loath to own his shame, and pub- 
lic sentiment classifies the unfortunate 
victim with the keeper of the common 
gaming-house. In this community especially 
the practice of gambling has so debauched a 
certain kind of public sentiment as to render 
ridiculous the attitude of any victim who com- 
lains. He is held up to ridicule and ofttimes 
— men of high repute who would not themselves 
indulge in the practice of gambling is character- 
i in no favorable terms. As a result few men 
are to be found who have the moral courage to 
stand for a disinterested prosecution. Another 
difficulty lies in (de fact that most prosecutions 
are brought for the purpose of enabling the loser 
to regain his mones; as a result, where they are 
of sufficient force or-importance to make convic- 
tion seem probable the victim is settied with by 
the gambling-house and the public hears no more 
about it. Case after case has been launched in 
this way and for this purpose and thus disposed 
of, and the evil is in nowise abated or 
suppressed. The police know this and look with 
disfavor upon every individual effort to enforce 
the criminal law in this particular, aud while re- 
- sponsible for this condition of affairs by reason 
of their connivance are not, as matters now 
stand, wholly to be blamed. 

The suits against the property wherein gam- 
bling-houses are kept are rendered ineffective uy 
reason of the fact that the amount of each judg- 
ment depends in each case upon the amount lost 
by the complaining witness. Judgments thus re- 
covered are small and cases are compromised 
and settled as a rule long before the time of trial. 
There is probably no instance of a single piece of 
real estate ever having been sold on execation 
issued upon a judgment recovered for losses sus- 
tained at gambling in Cook County. 

After a most careful review of the situation and 
an intimate personal knowledge of the difficulties 
in the way of successful prosecutions for the of- 
fense of gambling there seems to be but one 
way to reach the evil and effectually and perman- 
ently stamp it gut. That is to pass a law which 
shall subject the property in which any common 
gambling-house shall be permitted to be kept to 
a sale upon execution upon a judgment recov- 
ered by the State for the full value of the prop- 
erty as ascertained by the jury, who shall be 
sworn to find the fair value of the property and 
to assess damages to the State for the full 
amount, as well as to find whether the property 
in question is sc kept and used for such purpose; 
aad upon an affirmative ree. of the jury the 
court to render judgment accordingly. The pro- 
ceeds of the sale to go one-half to the party lay- 
ing the information and one-half to the State. 
hat such a law would be sustained as a proper 
police regulation is beyond question. That it 
would forever stop the evil of common gambling 
is equally certain. With such a law upon the 
statute book no owner would dare to permit his 
property to be used for such a purpose. The 
common gambling-house could not find a habita- 
tion anywhere within the limits of Cook County. 
There is not a private detective agency in exist- 
ence but would ferret out and prasecute these 
pest-houses for the reward. here is not a 
reputable lawyer but would visit this appropriate 
punishment upon those who had victimized his 
clients. Therecovery of the judgment would not 
depend upon the fact whether any money had 
been lost in such place, but would depend upon 
the simple fact that such place was kept and used 
for such illegal purpose. It would ceuse to be 
an object to the gambling-house to 
effect a settlement with the loser. The 
matter would be placed above and beyond the 
power of the police to foster and encourage these 
nurseries of crime. The money thus recovered 
by the State would be so much greater than any 
gambling-house could afford to pay for com- 
promise tin a single year the entire evil 
would be abolished so far as the City of Chicago 
and State of Illinois are concerned. 
The Civic Federation might well turn its atten- 
tion to the securing of the passage of such a 
law.

FARM RATES IN IOWA SUSPENDED 
BY THE LOOAL BOARD. 


Drastic Measures Adepted by Commis- 
sion No. 2—lowa Dwelling Rate in Cer- 
tain Cities Reduced to 25 Cents-Mis- 
souri Agents Will Let the Assured Pay 
License Fees—Gilobe'’s Lines to Be In- 
creased=Matual Reserve Fund Life As- 
seciation Case in the Courts. 

Lecal Board Commission No, 2 at ita ges- 
sion yesterday, according to the reports in 
general agency circles, suspended all rates on 
farm property in Iowa. This action will bea 
decided surprise to Iowa agents when they 
receive the official announcement in a few 
days, as they will, and it will be somewhat 
serious to owners of farm property in the 
State of Iowa whose expiring policies they 
seek to have renewed. The commission also 
decided to reduce the minimum tariff on 
dwellings in the State of Iowa and on their 
contents in cities having first-class water 
supply and fire departments to 25 cents a 
year. Chairman Eugene Harbeck is out of 
the city and there was no one to give official 
verification to the story, but individual mem- 
bers of the commission would not deny that 
such action had been taken, saying official 
promulgation of the action of the body 
had not been made. Farm risks have 
been getting less and less profitable 
for years—in fact companies doing a large 
farm business in the various States have lost 
money during the last few years. The West- 
ern manager of one company which is counted 
as one of the largest holders of this class of 
risks said recently he would gladly give 
$100,000 in cash to be entirely out of the 
farm business. Whatistrue of the United 
States is also true of other countries. The 
annual report of the Board of Directors 
of the Guardian to the  astock- 
holders of the company charges the losses of 
the year in a great measure to the unprofitable 
business of Scotch farm business. There was 
recently a concerted move on the part of 
Engi:ish and Scotch companies to raise the 
rate on buildings and farm implements from 
5 to 10 shillings. . 


WILL BRING GOOD OUT OF EVIL. 


Missouri Underwriters Find How to Make 
‘the Assured Pay License Fees. 

Members of the Missouri State Board of 
Underwriters have evolved a plan to make the 
assured pay the cost of license in towns where 
a license fee is charged insurance companies, 
A resolution was passed binding all companies 
to make an added charge of 1 per cent for 
each $1 of license fee charged annually. 
Where a license fee of $25 a year is exacted 
from a company 25 cents is added to the reg- 
ular schedule rate for that town. Where there 
is a license fee of $50 a year 50 cents is added 
to the rate. In this manner when 100 policies 
are written by the company charged the 
amount of the license is paid in by the assured 
and the company then secures an additional 1 
per cent for each $1 of license on all subse- 
quent insurance. ‘There is, therefore, a de- 
cided advantage in being made compelled to 
pay a license fee in Missouri. 
was excepted from the working of this rule. 
An effort was made to except St. Joseph also 
but this failed. A committee was appointed 
to attempt to secure a uniform system of 
ordinances from all towns and cities in the 
State compelling the laying of electrical wires 
underground, except the trolley lines of street 
railways. The feeder of the trolley system will 
be put underground if the committee secures 
the action it seeks. 


IMPORTANT DECISION IS CONSIDERED. 


Mutual Reserve Fund Life Association and 
a Policy. 

MiIxXIATOLIS, Minn., Sept. 21.—[Special. ] 
—Sudge Russell took an important legal 
question under advisement this morning in 
the case of Titus Mareck, William Wright, 
and John F. Byers, administrators of the es- 
tate of Mathias Bofferding, against the Mut- 
ual Reserve Fund Life Association. The 
case was brought to recover $5,000 on 
a policy issued to Bofferding, and 
the claim made a complication. In 
the policy is a clause which pledges the com- 
pany to pay to the heirs of the assured only 
the amount paid in premiums and assess- 
ments should the death result by suicide. At 
the top of the policy isa red line which reads, 
After five years from date this policy is not 
contestable for any reason except non-pay- 


ment of dues.or mortuary assessment at the [ 


time and places andin the manner herein 
provided. The plaintiffs claim that 
the latter clause covers all 
clauses in the contract, hence $5,000 
shou.d be paid, as the policy bore date of the 
year 1886. The company claimed the clause 
only referred toany payment the company 
contracted to make, as provided in other 
clauses, and only the amount paid in can be 
recovered. The decision will be awaited with 
interest. 


The Brokers and the Lloyds. 


New York, Sept. 21.—{Special.|}~—The with- 
drawal of the Equitabie Lloyds from active busi- 
ness and its reinsurance in the East River Mutual 
are considered in insurance circles as the begin- 
ning of the inevitable end to which nearly all the 
Lloyds will come. Stock companies do not like 
the Lloyds because they cut rates and are getting 
a share of rhe business which — naturally 
go to the stock companies. Brokers do not favor 
them on account of their paying but 10 per cent 
commission when the stock companies’ rate is 15 

er cent or more. Since the wind-up of the 
Equitable has become known a number of West- 
ern business houses who have placed their insur- 
ance with New York firms of Lloyds have wired 
business friends here to investigate the standing 
of the Lloyds doing this Western business. How- 
ever, there are several Lloyd associations here 
which bave substantial backing and take care in 
the selection of their risks.

Six Days’ Show Begins at Springfield 
Monday Morning. 

Srnmormtsn, III., Sept. 21.—{Special Cor- 
respondence.|—The Illinois State fair will 
open here at 8 o’clock Monday morning, 
Sept. 24. Its gates will close at 10 o’clock 
the followmg Saturday evening, Sept. 29. 
Excepting alone the World’s Fair this year’s 


State fair will be the biggest show ever seen 


in this section of Uncle Sam’s domain. For 
the first time in its history it has found a per- 
manent home. The first State fair was held 
in Springtiela in 1853. Since that time it 
has been moved about from place to place. 
About every town in Illinois of any preten- 
sions has been favored with the State for 
at least one year. 

The grounds are located two and one-half 
miles north of the court-house, They com- 
prise 155 acres, On main floor of the 
exposition hall will be these exhibits: The 
educational, mechanic arts, horticulture, 
floriculture, geological, electrical, and textile 
and woman’s work. There will also be lo- 
cated on this floor a suite of rooms occupied 
by the Secretary and his force of assistants; 
express, telegraph, telephone, and transfer oſ- 
fices; a handsomely furnished reception par- 
lor, and toilet-rooms, for both ladies and gen- 
tlemen, with all the elegant modern appoint- 
ments. A part of the mercantile exhibit will 
also be found on the first floor, although the 
bulk of it will be located in the gallery. The 
dairy display will likewise be located in the 
gallery. In the gallery at the east end will 
be convention hall; in the south side, a band 
stand; and at different points on this floor 
there will be rooms for the working force of 
the Secretary’s office, offices for several of the 
Department Superintendents, and sleeping 
apartments forthe police. The building is

Agricultural Hall will be one of the most 
attractive buildings at the State Fair. This 
building will be devoted exclusively to the 
display of agricultural products by counties 
in the three grand divisions of the State. 
About twenty counties have secured space, 
and there is no more room to let. Mr. Allen, 
a Chicago decorator, is assisting in put- 
ting the exhibits in place and in the gen- 
eral ornamentation of the hall. The high 
pillars are studded with curn and wreathed 
with wheat; festoons of evergreens and the 
cereals stretch here and there across the build- 

ing, and everywhere is apparent the skill of 
the artist. When the fair opens Monday the 
visitor will almost get lost among the mam- 
moth puinpkins and squashes and big ears of 
corn and the long glass cases of pantry stores. 
Two new barns have been erected this year— 
one, in the northeast corner of the grounds, 
for speed horses, and the other, on the west 
side, for draft and other horses on exhibition. 
These, too, are the finest of their kind in the 
country. Especially is this true of the speed 
barn, which is fitted up like a modern palace.

False Ideas About Millionaires. 

St. Paul Proneer-Press: If the government 
owned the railroads, the telegraph, and its 
affiliated enterprises millionaires would be 
practically abolished.”’ That statemert, from 
the Kansas City Journal, is a specimen of the 
stuff that people are fed on nowadays. It 
does not require any deep theorizing or subtle 
logic. It needs only that the man who reads 
it should have a very slight knowledge of 
facts. One fact, for instance, is that the tele- 
graph is owned and operated in Great Britain 
by the government. We have not observed 
that this has prevented the rise of the millio n- 
aire in that country, or made dim the 
hard and fast line between rich and poor that 
isdrawn so cruelly there. ‘There are not a 
few countries in Europe in which the State 
conforms to the Journal’s ideal, and owns 
both railroads and telegraphs and their affili- 
ated enterprises. But they are nut the coun- 
tries where equality prevail. On the contrary, 
we find there the most rigid distinctions in 
the world, the rule of caste, and the existence 
of mighty fortunes side by side with a deeper 
poverty than any known to the United States. 

There is no more monstrous, cruel, debas- 
ing lie than that told to the people over and 
over again; that big fortunes in this country 
have been built up by legislation. and that dif- 
ferent legislation can either secure a new di- 
vide all around or else build up more fortunes 
for an.entirely different set of fellows. There 
is nothing that would abolish the millionaier 
except an agreement from heaven hereafter 
to make all human beings of precisely the 
same natural abilities, and to place 
them in precisely similar circum- 
stances. There is such a thing as good for- 
tune; thare is such a thing as superior native 
ability, and perhaps it should be called 
best kind of good fortune; one of these or 
more frequently both com bined produce the 
millionaire. The men who get rich by steal- 
ing are few indeed, and no law will entirely 
kill the breed, any more than we have yet 
succeeded in abolishing petty larceny. But 
let everybody remember that more govern- 
ment control is nota remedy for anything, 
and that it has been tried conscientiously as 
to railroad and telegraph management and 
not a millionaire vanished.
